The Limitation AQ alſo freed us from 
the Inquretudes we had undergone, by the 
bad Conſequences we appreflended from 
the Power of the Crown. That Act alſo 
provided, That England ſhould never yield 
Money, Men, or Shipping, or any Ways

6: creaſe, of the foreign Dominions, without 
Leave from the Parliament of Exg/and.

That here he gives 
up the Pretender as of no weight, to juſtify 
ſuch new Alliances, only to draw Conſequen- 
ces treaſonable and diſhanourable to the Go- 
yernment, from their Feine juſt Provocat ions 
to apprehend an Attack from another Quarter, 
As, to the Affair of Bremen, %c. we ha ve ju- 
ſtified it already, to be upon che ſame Foot as all 
Contracts whatſoever are made, and that no 
Property can be transferred from one to another 
in ways more juſtifia ble and legal, and therefore 
what Sweden has loſt upon that ſcore, they 
ought to talk with Denmark for, and not go 
into Alliance with Exgliſi Jacobites to regain it. 
Afterwards it is obſerved, that, King George 
© required a large Sum of Money from the Par- 
© Hament ſince the Alarm from Sweden, to 
<' ftrengthen his Alliances ; but he has decla- 
red himſelf free from all Apprehenſions of 
© Danger to His Perſon, or Government, from 
any Thing that Stwegen can do; and conſe» 
« quently, that we have no Enemy that any 
© way diſquiets Him, therefore he can have 
© no Occaſion for greater Friendſhip than he 
© has already made; bur if He is ſtill in fear 
of the King of Stoeden, and thay be the Rea- 
& fon why He ſhould ſtrengthen His Allian- 
ces, his foreign Dominions, that made Se- 
© dex His Enemy, ought to advance the Ma- 
_—. E 2 When 
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When that Money was required of the Par» 
liament, vaſt Preparations were making in all 
the Swediſh Harbours, and by the Papers and 
TranſaQions of Count Gyllemberg here, and 
Baron Gortz in Holland, it was made manifeſt 
that thoſe Preparations were for an Invaſion of 
His Majeſty's Britiſh. Dominjons. - By the 
early Proviſion made, by virtue of this Grant, 
before the Swedes ſet out, they found a Britiſh 
Fleer at the Mouths of their Harbours, and rhat 
they were too late to ſucceed ; that His Bri. 
tanzick Majelty had been too quick for them, 
and that the whole Deſign mult de laid aſide. 
Then it was, indeed, that His Majeſty moſt 

raciouſly informed his Parliament of the good 
EA of their Grant of Money, and that it had 
enabled Him ſo to defeat the Projects of His 
Enemies, that he had then nothing further to 
fear from them. And to all the World, but 
this hardened Jacobite, it is manifeſt, ' how 
much more Treaſure, beſides the Hazard of 
Ravage and Blood-ſhed, His Majeſty's wiſe 
Foreſight, and expeditious Equipment, has 
ſayed his Kingdoms upon that Account, For 
had the Swedes landed, and joy ned our Exgliſb 
Jacobites, we might have had much worſe 
than Damblaix and Preſton over aguin, before 
the publick Quiet could have been reſettled. 
With what Front then, can this Miſcreant in- 
ſinuate any ContradiQian herein, or any Thing 
that is not agreeable, with the greateſt Pru- 
dence, . and the higheſt Honour. But it is far 
the lake of a Conſequence, which is as falſe 7 
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it is villainous, vis. That this:Invaſion 
not to ſettle the Pretender here, but to — 4 
Repriſals upon King George, for having inlar- 
ged His German Dominions, tho the Pretender 
was in the Pretence to draw the Eng lifb Rebels 
into his A ſſiſtance; and therefore tis urged, 
England ought not to be at the Charge of arm- 
ing agatoſt eſe Deſigns, but Hanover, 
But in the ſame Strain it goes on, This 
fatal Purchaſe may alſo create a Jealouſy in 
the Emperor, and Princes of the Empire, that 
may influence all Europe, and. be attended 
vith very bad Conſequences to us in parti- 
$ cular; for it cannot be pleaſing to them, that 
; the ſame Perſon ſhould be King of England 
and Elector of Hazover, in ſtrict and perpe- 
* tual Alliance with Pruſſia, and making daily 
* Increaſe of his Dominions in the Empi ire, to 
£ the Prejudice and Terror of neigh 
« Princes; for there ever was Regard had jp 
« the Ballance of the Empire, which they will 
* never. conſent ſhall fall into the Hand of a | 
* King of Exg land. 
This is a new Turn the Enemies of His Ma- 
jeſty, and our Country” s Ha ppineſs, have ror- 
tur'd their Brains for. Heretofore they uſed to 
E rimace upon the Topick of villify- 
ng, and if ſſening the Credit and Power of 
— Family in — the Regal Power now 
reſides; but now on a ſudden they are png 4 
for us. The firſt of theſe was to ſpirit up 
into Rebellion at home, which they have try- 
ed to their Coſt; and now the Nation's Re- 
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fe is ſettled upon that Account, we are to 
alarmed with Enemies from abroad, from 

2 jealouſy of his Majeſty's Greatneſs, and a 
Principle of Ballance in Power. Such are the 
xtra vagancies and Contradict ions which theſe 
Workers of Darkneſs are drove to; with whom 
no Abſurdity is too great, which has any proba- 
bility of finding their wretched Account in ir. 
- But it is to be hoped none will give themſelves 
any diſquiet at rhe Emperor's Jealouſy of his Ma- 


y*'s Power, from the Credit only of ſuch a 
Midnight Voucher as we here have todo withal 
ho is forced to ſculk in Darkneſs, and*propa- 
gate his Treaſon under the ſame Covertas Felons 
break open Houſes, and commit their Robberies. 

One would think that a People ſhould natu- 
rally add to their Value of a Prince, ho adds 
to their Power and Riches; but it ſeems a Jaco- 
bite, as it ſerves his Purpoſe beſt, can revile, and 
propagate Mot ives of Rebellion, from havin 
either too little er too much of thoſe Qualifica- 
tions. And becauſe their Infolencies and Trea-

* {elf;butone whom they will have England on- 
ly to be concern'd againſt, and thereby make 
4 this Nat ian a Principal, and ſole Manager

Certainly, this Man thinks 
the People fo wretchedly weak and fooliſh as to 
be made believe, The King himſelf is the only 
Perſon through whoſe Hand the puhlick Mo- 
ney paſſes, and that what the Parliament
